Means Health Protection For The Children 


""TV city election has been called for next Tuesday. Net for next November but for Tuesday, May 26, to vote not for any man or any set of mon but to vote for the educational interests of the boys and girls 
"-^V of our city. Certainly you will do your duty to the present as well as the coming generation by supporting the proposition which is to be submitted to you. 


The laws of the state provide for a special election for just such an emergency as now exists in our public schools. It says that when for the proper accommodation of the schools, it is necessary to

purchase a site for r ^chool, erect a schoolhouse, or repair or furnish a schoolhouse, and the money for these purposes is not at the disposal of the Board of Education and cannot bo ^'•~--

'•'•P:I. the Board shall form an estimate of the amount of money so needed and ask the people in a general or special election to autho'vn ''"v- ^ issue and sell school bonds. 


The contemplated improvements are necessary to accommodate the schools of the city because: 


1. The schools are now overcrowded with the city rapidly increasing in population. 


2. The East End of the city has not half enough room such as it is to accomodate its pupils. 


3. Every school building in the city is affected by the congestion produced in relieving the East End. 


4. To house the pupils of the city a thousand and seventy-five children cannot now attend the 


school in their own district. 


5. No Eighth Elementary Grades can now be maintained at the Terminals, Campbell Avenue or 


at Highland on account of the pressure in the grades below. 


6. There can be no Seventh Grade at the Terminals, it being necessary to bring that grade en- 


tire to Campbell Avenue. 


7. Transportation by street car has now to be furnished by the Board to accommodate pupils 


living east of Damarin Hill. 


8. Many pupils are withdrawing from schools because of lack of acccrr.n- 


9. Many pupils must go more than ten squares to schools. 


10. Six hundred and thirty-four pupils must cross the railroads, many at Kendall Avenue, Gal- 


lia, Offnere and Waller Streets as well as at other points. Most of the danner resulting from 
this would be eliminated by erecting the proposed school.

12. The state has ordered certain necessary improvements in many buildings. The order must bo 


complied with and for these improvements funds are not now available. 


13. There are numerous other reasons which space will not permit us to enumerate. 


The Board of Education has employed Architect DeVoss to prepare plans for the new school as well as to estimate its cost and the cost of the other proposed improvements. 
These have been 


estimated at $115,000. The money can be raised in no other way in time to take care of these improvements. Therefore, the question must be submitted to the voters at once. 


Just how the schools can be operated without these improvements the Superintendent of Schools and the Board of Education can hardly imagine. 
They trust therefore that all aoorl citizens will 


oome to the rescue and vote to a man for the necessary school bonds.
